CHICAGO, Ill. — I am so glad that 
God has given me the privilege to tes- 
tify for Him. I’m rejoicing this morn- 
ing because } know that my name is 
written in the Book of Life.. I was san- 
ctified holy and filled with the Holy 
Ghost in the true church,. The Church 
of God, here in Chicago. I surely praise 
the Lord because He has given me full 
salvation, a foretaste of glory divine 
and the light on His ehurch. 

I was reared in the West, in Wyom- 
ing. Pentecost is net known in that 
state. I thought the best church was 
the Methodist to which I joined at the 
age of twelve. I lived as good morally 
as anyone until I was eighteen years 
old. Then I began to work in oil fields 
and mining camps with sinful men and 
drifted into sin with them. 

I became a tobacco fiend and a 
gambler, and yet I was not convicted 
of this sin. Altho’ I went to church I 
did not hear the Word. The Holy 
Spirit wasn’t present there. It is very 
sad to relate that the pastor of that 
church said from the pulpit that he did 
not believe in the book of Revelation, 
the second coming of Christ, or the 
Holy Ghost. God will judge such men 
according to His blessed Word which 
they pretend to preach. Matt. 12:31,32; 
Rev. 22:19. You see what influence I 
was under. 

I wasn’t satisfied with life. At last, 
I was under heavy conviction. I tried 
several times to quit gambling and 
tobacco but I didn’t ask God to help 
me. Altar calls and revivals were sel- 
dom ever given in the church and I 
didn’t know how to get salvation. I 
felt that the church was cold and held 
nothing for me. 

At last I went to Salt Lake City, 
Utah and lived with some Mormons. 
But they preached Joseph Smith in- 
stead of Jesus. I couldn’t see any light 
there. All this time I was trying to 
quit my sins."I. was making twelve 
dollars a day, working in lead mines. 
I got so discouraged with life that I 
didn’t care what happened to me. I 
quit my job, gambled all my hard earn- 
ed money away,and left town. I didn’t 
know where I was going, but pralse 
God, He was leading me and I didn’t 
know it. 

I went farther down in sin and be- 
gan to beat my way. I grabbed hold 
of a freight train going so fast it threw 

me under it and the wheels cut the 

brim off my hat which was on my 
head. I believe God permitted this and 
other narrow escapes which I had in 
the last year to happen to me that I 
might think what would happen to my 
soul if I had been killed. But still I 
was trying to save myself, not realiz- 
ing that the blood of Jesus Christ was 
the only atonement for sin. 

I kept on traveling and didn’t know 
where I was going or when I would 
stop. When I got to Council Bluffs, 
Iowa I was so discouraged that I did 
not care if I died. I didn’t have any 
friends or a home. I didn’t know that 
Jesus would be my friend and give 
me a home with Him. That night I 
slept in a briar patch with the thorns 
sticking me. I had some money but I 
felt too miserable to sleep in a com- 
fortable bed. A heavy dew drenched 
me thru and thru. At last I fell asleep. 
About four o’clock in the morning I 
awoke with a jerk. I had a vision of a 
man standing at my head with an out- 
stretched hand pointing due East. I 
was frightened and trembled with 
some unknown power. I seemed to be 
trudging steadily onward by some 
force than my own will. 

Finally, on August 29 I arrived in 
Chicago. Conviction was gettng so 
heavy on me that at last in September, 
1929 I poured my heart out to God and 
asked Him to be merciful to me a sin- 
ner. Folks, I meant it. It came from my 
heart. I wept and prayed and piled my 
sins up before Jesus. That mountain 
of sin was buried in the precious blood 
of Jesus. Then the change came over 
me. Jesus was so near. I just seemed 


_ to be talking with Him. Since that 


night I have had no desire for that 
filthy tobacco or gambling. Such sins 
have not tempted me. Glory to God for- 
ever!“Whom have I in heaven but 
thee? and there is none upon earth 
that I desire besides thee.” Psa. 73:25. 
I asked Him if He would lead me to 
real Christians that it might be easfer 
to live the way He wanted me to. 

Up until this time I did not know 
anything about Pentecost or the Holy 
Ghost. I began to realize there was 
something more to salvation than re- 
pentance. I had never heard sancifica- 
tion or the Holy Ghost preached. 

The next day I got acquainted with 
a@ young man who took me to a Pente- 
costal church. This was new to me 80 
I searched the Scriptures and they 
proved to me that the only evidence 
of the baptism of the Holy Ghost was 
speaking in tongues according to Acts 
2:4, I then began to seek for this Holy 
Ghost.

Why didn’t Jesus say, 
Matthew you have a good job, just 
work for your support, then preach 
some along. No, Jesus didn’t say that. 

9:14 
Even so hath the Lord ordained that 
they which preach the Gospel should 
live of the Gospel, or get a living from 
the Gospel. I am sorry to say, but if 
some of our good preachers had to live 
on what some of the so called Church 
of God folks give, they possibly would 
have to fare like John the Baptist—go 
without a decent suit of clothes or 
enough to eat and maybe sleep in a 
barn or garage. 

In 1 Cor, 9 beginning at verse 7, Paul 
in referring to this same thing— of 
preachers paying their own expenses, 
supporting themselves, etc.—said, Who 
goeth a warfare any time at his own 
charges. When Uncle Sam sent’ the 
boys out to fight the enemy he fed 
them, clothed them, furnished them a 
place to stay, paid their transporta- 
tion and besides paid them. So it 
should be with our ministers, I mean 
the real ones, not hoboes or money 
beggars, or holiness bums. 

Who planteth a vineyard and eateth 
not of the fruit thereof, or who feedeth 
a flock (or pastors a church) and eat- 
eth not of the milk thereof. If the 
preacher feeds your soul, you in turn 
should feed his body. His flock should 
care for him, not the sinners be beg- 
ged and reproved for not giving. Verse 
§, Thou shalt not muzzle the ox that 
treadeth out the corn. Imagine the 
man that would plow a poor old ox 
all day, yes, and for days, and not feed 
him. We would brand him as a brute, 
without human feelings. Well this is a 
striking picture of those who _ listen 
night after night to the preacher who 
Sweats and pounds away, and then 
draw up like a snail in their shells 
when someone preaches tithes or asks 
for an offering, and they have to feel 
for maybe a moment to dodge the bills 
and find a dime or even fifty cents 
and throw it in with their lips all stuck 
out like a bee had just stung both the 
upper and lower. Say, brother, sister, 
you can jump just as high as you 
please, shout loud, and talk in tongues 
but God’s Word says if you see your 
brother or sister in need and fail to 
help, the love of God is not in you, 
and we have lots of this kind of folks, 
sorry to say. 

In verse 11 Paul said, If we have 
sown unto you spiritual things (that 
is, preached the Word, etc.) is it a 
great thing if we shall reap of your 
carnal? If we give up good jobs, com- 
fortable homes and loved ones to help 
you, do you think it something great 
to give us a bed and a few meals? 
Well some think it is so great they'll 
even talk about how much more their 
grocery bill was while the preacher 
or preachers stayed there, how much 
they gave, and even complain about 
cleaning the church. Don’t deceive 
yourself and think you’ve done a great 
thing. It is only your duty, nothing to 
blow about. And say if you are doing
